American Lad Tells 


of Travels in Europe 


Sergeant Chan, F. Smith, now with 


the American forces in France, writes 
ihc follorrfflg letter to his aunts. MfS. 
A "**. Pence and Miss Mattie Breakeys 


The rulee oi censorship hard been 


iiftcd so that we can now tell a great 
deal more about what we are doing 
and have done, *o 1 am going to write 
you & long letter tolling about my ex- 
periences since I left the states: 


I left New York August 31, on a 


British vessel called the "Dunvegan 
Castle." She- was all camouflaged in 
black and white. 
Wo were convoyed 


all the way by one, battleship and 
destroyers. When a daj and a half out 
we were met by a British fleet of de- 
stroyers. The water appeared to be 
full of them and a submarine vrould 
have bad no ehnnco at all. We were 
one of a large convoy of ships. 


I was assigned to troop deck No. 5. 


lu this deck two hundred men slept 
and ate. There were 1300 on the ship. 
There wero tables to eat on, and at 
night the men slept in 
hammocks 


swung over the tables. 


We were under English mess, which 


is far inferior to our cwn most excel- 
lent American mess, but then one must 
take into consideration the fact that 
the question of food is a more vital 
one in England than in U. S. A. Any- 
way, for three days was so sick, I laid 
out on deck all of the titrio ,artd did not 
go near my troop deck. Thcso wcr« 
the third to' fifth daya out. \iter that 
I recovered and felt flu'--. Wo were 
thirteen days coming across. 


We took a very indirect course, pass- 


ing away to the north, almost to the 
coast of Iceland, and then wo were 
zigy.tigging all of tho time. 


The first bit of tho old world I saw 


was the northern const of Ireland, We 
passed so near tho shore that we could 
Beo tho breakers on tho shore. Then 
wo passed across the Irish sea and 
Itttided in Scotland. 


We passed up tho Clyde river. You 


have heard the song "Bonmin' in the 
Gloamin' 
by tho banks on Bonnie 


Clyde." I shall never forgot tho im- 
pression that beautiful river had upon 
me, a landlubber who had not seen 
land for .two weeks. The hills were in 
.•a beautiful coat of green color, and in 
many places there were colored rocks 
adding to tho beauty 'of tho scone. 
Then ,wo would glide by tho beautifully 
Jmilt, uniform-Scotch cities. 
'• 
: We wont up' this city to Glasgow? 
passing through the largest ship-build- 
ing yards in tho world. They wero cer- 
tainly an interesting sight, busy night 
and day. 


At Glasgow we were mot by the Rod 


Cross, with homo-made pics and cakos. 


We boarded a train for Winchester, 


England, a trip of about fifteen hours 
through. Bonnio Scotland tuul Merry 
England. I have already told you how 
pretty and enjoyable this trip was. At 
Winchester wont into rest camp for 
throo days. While there saw tho groat 
Winchester cathedral, which is a thou- 
sand years old, and tho Winchester cas- 
tle, containing tho round table of King 
Arthur. 
From Winchester wont 
to 


Southampton, embarking for Lo Havre, 
France, a journey of one night. 


Again to rest camp for 36 hours, and 


then on to Mehun-sur-Yevro, in tho de- 
partment of Cher. We passed through 
Versailles, only five miles from Paris,, 
and Orleans, tho homo city of Joan of 
Arc. 


At Moliun, immense warehouses and 


machine shops wero under construc- 
tion. There wero no regular barracks 
there at that time, so wo had to put up 
in one of tho incomplete warehouses. 
This was very disagreeable, especially 
the first few days until we got some- 
•what located. Then they put us to 
work carrying steel and digging ditch- 
es. One night a sergant came along 
enquiring for mon who could use tho 
typewriter. 
From that day when T 


crawled out of tho mud to report to the 
sergeant, things have always been my 
way. 


I worked at tho Moliun office about 


ftvo days. Then I was sent with six- 
teen others to Tours, the headquarters 
8 O. S. in Franco, This is not a very 
large city, but is of iiaoprtancc as the 
headquarters of all supply scrvce, 


I remained in Tours about five days, 


*rom Sept. 30 to Oct. 4. While I was 
there Captain Keller came down from 
this port to confer at headquarters. He 
bad 
boon stenographorless for 
some 


time, -so was looking for one. I was 
selected to go with him. I got my 
travel orders and loft Tours on the 
3:30 for Paris. I arrived in Paris that 
night abojut 9:30. Now Paris is a large 
city, and when I was wondering where 
I should spend the night, a K. of C. 
secretary came along and took mo into 
bis care. I was taken bag and baggage 
in a truck to a hotel near the Bt. La- 
zsrd station, from which I was to get 
my train for Havre ne*t morning. I 
was given a nice room at a reasonable 
price. Ail it was yet i-urly, thought I 
would wa.lk about town, to when out, 
Lut had ,uot gone fifty feet from my 
hoti)l when I ran squarely into a lamp 
pout. Then French have a peculiar cus- 
tom of planting their lamp pouts in tho 
middle of the sidewalk! 
After this I 


<J/;ei<U'i3 I hud bfttcr go back, The town 


was absolutely black, not ft, single light 
in sight, t went back to my hotel and 
thd proprietor showed me where to find 
tne ftcarost dugout in case '' Ftit'z came 
over" fend I "hit the hay" in a real 
bed once more. 


The next morning I got the 7:30 


train for Le Havre, arriving here 
about noon of Oct 5th. T met the cap- 
tain at the station. Ho had, unknown 
to me, come up from Paris on the same 
train. Unlike most commissioned 
offi- 


cers, he took me right into his car and 
brought me bag and baggage to my 
quarters. 


On Oct. 22 went to Calais with the 


captain. We went by machine through 
tho portion of France called Norman- 
dy. This was one of the most beautiful 
trips I have ever had. It was in the 
fall of the year, and the trees were in 
every imaginable shade. 


Now, I want to tell you what hap- 


pened to me on the 21st inst. I eamo 
into the office in the morning a buck 
private and at night walker! out a ser- 
geant of 
ordnance. 
Things usually 


move slowly in the army, but. when 
they do happen they take an aval- 
anche. In the morning the captain re- 
ceived telegraphic authority to pro- 
mote enlisted men and by night thero 
were nino new sergeants and eighteen 
new corporals, and eighteen first-class 
privates. The captain has areputatiou 
of helping the men along und certainly 
has livct\up to it. It has been a most 
valuable training for me under his di- 
rection and I certainly appreciate it.

en in nil times of peri!, The victims of 
the Johnstown disaster, tho 81. Pine 
earthquake, and the Ban Francisco fire 
and earthquake, were all succored by 
the humanity of the Red Cross. 


Coming down to the present time we 


have a glorious record of its achieve- 
ments during the world war nnd after, 
in ministering to the needs of the help*

epidemic, is most prevalent, by the 
state lied Cross committee. 


Before coming to Covina they were

Re- 
viewing the world food ^Huatlon, we 
find that some foods will be obtainable 
in quantities sufficient to meet all 
world needs under a regime of eco- 
nomlcnf consumption. 
On the other 


hand, there will be marked world 
shortages In some Important commodi- 
ties. 


Return to Normal Bread Loaf. 


With the enlarged wheat crops 


which American farmers have grown, 
and the supplies of Australia, the Ar- 
gentine and btlrer markets now acces- 
sible ,to shipping, there nre bread 
grains enough to enable' the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf, 
provided we continue to mill flour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy In eating and the 
avoidance of waste. 


In fats there, will be a heavy short- 


age .—• about 3,000,000,000 pounds -r In 
pork products, dairy products and 
vegetable oils. While there will be a 
shortage of about three million tons 
In rich protein feeds for dairy ani- 
mals, there will be sufficient supplies 
of other feedstuffs to allow economical 
consumption. 


In tjje matter of beef, the world's 


supplies are limited to the capacity of 
the available refrigerating ships. The 
supplies of beef In Australia, tho Ar- 
gentine and the United States are suf- 
ficient to loud these ships. There will 
be u shortage in tho Importing coun- 
tries, but we cannot hope to expand 
exports materially for the next mouths 
in view of the bottle neck In trans- 
portation; 


We will have a sufficient supply of 


sugar to allow normal consumption In 
this country If the other nations re- 
tain their present short rations or In- 
crease them only slightly. For the 
countries of Europe, however, to In- 
crease their present rations to a ma- 
terial extent will necessitate our shar- 
ing a part of our own supplies with 
them. 


Twenty Million Tons of Food. 


Of the world total, North America 


will furnish more than GO per cent. 
The United States, including the West 
Indies, will be called upon to furnish 
20,000,000 tons of food of all kinds ns 
compared with our pre-war exports of 
about 0,000,000 tons, 


While we will be able to change our 


program In many respects, even a 
casual survey of the world supplies 
In comparison to world demands shows 
conclusively that Europe will know 
famine unless the American 
bring their home consumption down 
to the barest minimum that will mulu- 
fnln health and strength. 


There are conditions of famine In 


Europe that will be beyond our power 
U> remedy. There nre 40,000,000 peo- 
ple In North Uuasiu whom there IB 
small chance of reaching with food 
this winter. 
Their transportation Is 


demoralized In complete anarchy, und 
shortly many of tlu-lr ports will f>e 
frozen, 
even 
It 
internal transport 


could be realized. 


To Preeerve Civilization.

WOMI3N IN OALirOENLA. 


The establishment of un '•'Industrial 


Farm for Delinquent Women" is ono 
of the three measures which will bo 
presented to tho 
11)10 legislature by 


tho Women'a Legislative Council, 


In California, the problem of caring 


for 
udult 
women 
offenders 
in 
one 


which has^Hcurcoly boon touched. -Juv- 
enile offenders, that is, girls 
under 


twenty-one yours of uge, ure provided 
for, under the terms of tho Juvenile 
Court Law, in u comprehensive way. 
Through juvenile detention koinca, pro- 
bation oflitorH and institutions, both 
public und private, u variety of solu- 
tioua is ut huiid for the particular 
problem presented by each girl. But, 
whatever the nood, tilt jurisdictiou over 
tho girl eeuauti when she arrives at the 
age of HI years, if, ufter this age, she 
again fiiila, shu is arrested, detained in 
jail until tried according to ordinary 
police court mothodB except whore u 
limited amount of privacy is provided 
in a special wumeu'a court. The adult 
probation syslom is everywhere piti- 
fully 
inadequate, and the woman is 


virtually 
released 
OF committed 
ut 


once. If committed, she may be Bout 
to the county juil or to prison. 
In jail, 


there is uo opportunity for training 
or help and the average otT'undor iuu.it 
leave juil ut the end uf her sentence, 
a more dangerous and degraded crea- 
ture than on her admission. Little more 
can be «aid in favor of the prisons, 
where a small area is set aside for 
women felons. 


1'robubly in all times, the common- 


est offense for which women have come 
Juto conflict with authority is sex im- 
morality or prostitution- 1'ublic souti- 
mcnt and governmental action, siiice 
this country entered the war, bus made 
posa.iblu a more thorough study of the 
prostitute in California thuu has ever 
been made before, with tho rtviult. tliul 
some crying needs have become ob- 
vious. Because of the urgent uec-d of 
reducing th.e amount of venereal dis- 
ease iu the unuy ami navy, quuruu- 


methods were adopted, making 


environment likely to inspire ambition, 
und to develop i\ true philosophy of 
life, has not been studied. First of all, 
she must be. ina.lu to underslnncl that 
society will not- tolerate hor mann> r or 
lif ( ! nnd that she will not be.permitted 
to return to society ns a. prostitute. 
Thin me.unft that M'iic cannot be given 
an ordinary sentence of a few months 
us a vagrant or a prostitute, but that 
she must be held under supervision for 
an indefinite period, and that she must 
understand that her release will bo con- 
ditional only, depending on her dem- 
onstrated ability to lead a normal life. 


Tho task of bringing the girl who 


has long boon a prostitute to thn point 
where she can enter a normal society, 
and assume tho burdens and responsi- 
bilities necessary to her changed man- 
ner of life must fall largely upon tho 
Industrial Farm. 
Hho must bo taken 


right at tho start from tho vicious in- 
fluences surrounding her—failure only 
can result from attempts to reform hor 
when her homo surroundings and com- 
panions servo only to remind her of 
her former careless life. 


ThiH leaves a tremendous task for 


the Industrial Farm. 
Tt moans, first 


of all, ihut such an institution must 
hnve at hand every means for study- 
ing tho women with which it will be 
called upon to deal, and it must bo 
given discretion us to the cnro of tho 
individuals who arc to bo fitted to 
return to normal society. There will 
bo certain women admitted who are 
mentally defective. Very many others 
«'i!l belong to the doubtful or "border 
lino group," so-called, some of whom 
may succeed and others of whom win 
fiiil for the .-carton Uiat their dullness 
or their character defects may bo such 
as to render them truly incorrigible. 
Thn feeble-minded are incapable, by 
reason of mental defect'alone, of pro- 
fiting by such training as may be of- 
fered at an Industrial Farm and may 
bo properly transferred to an institu- 
tion for the feeble-minded, which hoe 
for its object tho continued protection 
of the prlrl and not hor training for a 
normal life in tho community. Some _of 
those who will come to such an in- 
stitution its this will bo found to bo 
mentally that thev will never bo able 
tin actual mental disease, and those enn 
lie "cored for satisfactorily in ono of 
tho 
Hi ate hospitals for 
the insane. 


Othcr.H, 
tho 
HO-cnlled 
constitutional 


pnychopnthR, will bo found HO unstable 
mentally taht they will never bo able 
to adapt themselves to ordinary sociai 
conditions even under favorable cir- 
cumstances. -If tho work of any insti- 
tution for delinquent women is.to bo 
carried on logically and successfully, 
there must bo included in its machinery 
the- moans 
for 
expeditious 
transfer- 


from this to other more suitable insti- 
tutions, in the cases of women who 
have boon observed carefully and who 
have failed consistently to make pro- 
gross toward the goal of a decent citl- 
Honship. 


Tho women with normal intelligence, 


who because of their environment and 
training have 
become 
MO anti-social 


and 
HO immoral that commitment to 


the 
Industrial 
Farm 
has 
resulted, 


should prove to be the patients with 
which the best results can bo obtained. 
They should bo capable of understand- 
ing the social arguments against tho 
life of a prostitute, both from 
tho 


standpoint of tho community and from 
the point of view of their own best 
chances for a lasting 
happiness. 
A 


large part of tho work of tho Industrial 
Farm should consist in the task of 
developing self-respect and prido in 
those women, during tho time that they 
are being given such training as will 
enable tliom to earn a decent liveli- 
hood. Tho honor system has boon tried 
successfully with men and boys in var- 
ious schools and institutions. With in- 
telligent women offenders there is no 
reason 
why results should 
not bo 


equally encouraging. 


A few words as to tho industrial 


work to be included in tho training 
department: Careful efforts should bo 
made to have all vocational 
depart- 


ments efficient in tho highest degree. 
This must include a full understanding 
of trade situations for women through- 
out the state. 
Women should be fitted 


to do work for which there is a de- 
mand. 
At the same time industrial 


methods should be modern und efficient, 
and the industrial departments should 
b« under tho management of persons 
tluMiiselvos experts in their own lines. 
In too many institutions the work is 
clumsy and poor, under the direction of 
individuals who could 
ia the industrial worUl. 


never compote 
and as a result 


the training is of very little permuuent 
value. 


Many of tho women arrested in city 


courts have long lived in such a way 
that 
their 
physical vigor has 
been 


greatly dissipated. It will be a mutter 
of months und sometimes even years 
lieforo they can be brought to a good 
condition. An Industrial Farm will, of 
course, give abundant opportunity for 
un outdoor life,
